testing weapons, but the devices) 
presumably include new concepts’ 
for use by foot soldiers and in 
missile-firing airplanes and sub­ 
marines.

29 that the United States consid­ 
ered itself free to resume nuclear 
testing but would give the world 
advance notice before an resump­ 
tion. 
Progress was reported by the 
AEC in all phases of the atomic 
program with continued research 
aimed at such things as develop­ 
ing weapons of greatly reduced 
radioactive fallout for strategic, 
tactical and defensive use.

Of the thousands of farm ponds 
being built this year, many will 
not hold water or will not bold 
enough water to fill farm needs, 
according to R. C. Hay, agricul­ 
tural engineer at the University 
of Illinois. 
Hav says there are two factors 
'.hat Justify building faun ponds 
m poorer land areas. 
First, you'll ret better results 
with a pond that has a heavy clay 
subsoil rather than a pervious sub­ 
soil. Clay subsoils provide a large 
amount of runoff water and also 
act as a seal on die bottom and 
sides of ponds. 
Second. Hay says that hilly land 
if? usually better for locating a 
pond than good level land. It’s 
easier and cheaper to put a dam 
across a valley than to dig a pond 
en level land. 
If yon plan to build a pond, see 
your soil conservationist first, ad­ 
vises Hay. He will help you plan 
your pond. 
Here are some of the essential 
steps in building a good 
farm 
pond: 
Choose a

Survey the site 
for dimensions of reservoir and 
dam.

84,000 Pound Arm 
By Walter B. Hendrickson Jr. 
The arms of the centri­ 
fuge at the naval Air De­ 
velopment Center weighs 
84,000 pounds when com­ 
pletely equipped with gon­ 
dola, g i m b a l s , counter­ 
weight and gimbal control 
mechanism. 
To develop the right kind 
of g (gravity) forces or 
tests this weight must be 
spun under close control to 
go from a dead stop to 180 
miles-per-hour in slightly] 
less than 7 seconds. 
To do this General Electric sup­ 
plied one of the largest vertical1 
mounted DC motors ever built. It 
starts right off with 16,000 horse­ 
power, then levels off to 4.000 
horsepower. The rotor (part of the 
motor which spins) weighs 160.000 
pounds 
and 
the 
whole

weighs 180 tons. 
To make the centrifuge even 
more useful three free-swinging 
cars have been hung on the arm 
at 23, 30 and 37 feet from the ro­ 
tor end of the arm.
